* If God only commands, fays the Philofopher, what 
the natuie of things thews to be fit, "tis f{carce poflible 
that men fhould miftake their duty, fince a mind that 
is attentive, can as ealily diitinguifh fic from unfit, as the 
eye can beauty from deformity.’ 

The pretended argument in thefe words, is fo well 
‘expofed by an excellent writer, that it is as needlefs to 
give any other anfwer than what he has given, as ‘it {s 
difficult to give a better. For after having fhewn, that 
God’s own nature mutt be the reafon, rule, and meafure 
‘of his ations, which are only fit and reafonable, becaufe 
they are according to this rule and reafon; and that no- 
thing can be fit for God to do, but what is founded in 
his own divinely perfeét and incomprehentible nature ; 
je proceeds upon this principle, to evince the utter im- 
pofiibility of comprehending many of God’s actions; 
and inftances in creation and providence, as containing 
many difficulties, which the nature of things fhews us 
not the fitnefs of, and which are abfolutely unaccounta- 
ble and unconceivable. I think I need make no apology 
for tranfcribing fo much from fo good a writer. 


* Look (fays he) at the rea/ou of things, and the fitne/s

of actions, and tell me how they mov’d God to create | 


mznkind in the ftate and condition they are in. , No- 
thing is more above the reafon of men, than to explain 
the reafonablenefs and infinite wifdom of God's provi- 
dence, in creating man of fuch a form and condition, to 
gothrough fue a ftate of things as human life has 
fhewn itfelf to be. No revealed myfleries can more 
exceed the comprehenfion of man, than the flate of 
human life itielf. 

‘ Shew me according to what f've/s founded in the xa- 
ture of things, God’s infinite wifdom was determin’d 
to form you in fuch a manner, bring you into fucha 


as human life is; and then you may have fome pretence 
to believe no revealed doctrines, but fuch as your own 
reafon can deduce trom the nature of things, and the 
fitnefs of actions. 

* But whilft your own form, wihilit creation and prozi- 
dence are depths, which you cannot thus look into, 
"tis itrangely amurd to pretend, that God cannot reveal 
any thing to you asa matier of religion, except your 
own reaion can thew its foundauon in the nature and 
reafon of things. 

* For does not yaur own wate, and con/ffitution, the 
reaionablenefs o1 's providence, and the /vze/s of 
the tate of human lite, as much concern you, as any 
revcal’d doctrines? Is it not as aufit tor God to create 
man in {uch a /Pate, fubjeét to fuch a courye of provi- 
dence, as he ean’t prove to be founded in the fte/s and 
reajsnavlenejs of things ; as to reveal to him fuch truths, 
or methods of falvation, as he cannot by any argu- 
ments of his own prove to be neceflary ? 

© Reve/ation, you lay, is on your account, and there- 
fore you ought to fee the rea/cnadblene/s and fitne/s of it. 
And don’t you alfo fay, that God has made you for 
your own fake, ought you not therefore to know the 
reafonablenc{s and fitneis of God’s forming you as you 
are? Don’t you fay that providence is for the fake ot! 
man? Is it not therefore fit and reafonable, in the na- 
ture of things, that there fhould be no my/eries or, 
crets in providence, but that man thould to fee its me- 
thods, as to be able to prove all its iteps to be conflant- 
ly fit and reafonable. 

* Don’t you fay, that the wer/d is for the fake of man ; 
is it not therefore fit and reafonable that man fhould fee, 
that the pu/f and pref/ent flate of the world has becn 
*fuch as the r@fon and fitneis of things required it

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* that we cannot examine or explain, according to any, 


* Now if the imperfe@ ftate of human nature, the #7/- 
ferres and ca/emities of this life, the di/ea/es and morta- 
lity Of human bodies, the method of God’s continual 
providence in governing human affairs, are things that 


as much concern us, and as nearly relate to us, as any 


methods of reveal’d religion ; and if thele are things 
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tnefs or unfitne/s founded in the nature of things, but 
muit believe a great deal more of the infinite wifdom 
of God, than we can fo explain ; have we any reafon 
to think, that God cannot, or ought not to raile 
us out of this unhappy Rate of things, help us to an 
higher order of life, and exalt us to a nearer enjoyment 
of himfelf, by any means, bat fuch as our own poor rea- 
fon can grope out of the nature and fitnefs of things? 
‘ The origin of fiz and evi/, or how it enter’d into 
the world, confiftently with the infinite wifdom of God, 
isa myftery of xatural religion, which reafon cannot 
unfold. For who can fhew trom the reafim and nature 
of things, that it was ft and rea/ivable, for the provi- 
dence of God to fuffer fin and evil to enter and conti- 
nue in the world as they have? Here thercfore the 
man of natural religion muft drop his method of realo- 
ning from the nature and fitnels of things, and that in 
an article of the higheit concern to the moral world, 
and be as mere a believer, as he that believes the moit 
incomprehenfible myftery of revealed religion. 

* Now asthere has been in the feveral ages of the 
world, fome impatient, re/tle/s, and prefuming {pirits, 
who, becaufe they could not in thefe points explain the 
juftice of God’s providence, have taken refuge in hor- 
rid Athei/m, fo they made juft the fame /oler a/e of 
their reafon, as our rodern unbelievers; who, becaule 
they can’t comprehend as they would, the ftve/s and 
neceflity of certain Chrittian do¢trines, refign themfelves 
up to an hardened infidelity. For it is jult as wife and 
raafonable to allow of no myfteries in revelation, as to 
allow of no mytfteries or fecrets in creation and pro- 
vidence.’

This charge they ought not to have brought againft 
our Writers in general, and on that account given them 
the appellation of poor maticious writers 5 but they fhould 
have levelled it againft the writer of that particular Lee- 
ter. Wedonot think it incumbent upon us to examine 
every quotation in any piece fent us by an unknown hand, 
and to compare it with the original ; but imagine that 
we fufficiently difcharge our duty, if when any objeétions 
are made to the exagtnefs of a quotation, we fet the mat- 
ter in a true light ; which we fhall do in the Cafe be- 
fore us. 

The words in the IntroduGion to the Philo/opher's 
Prayer ftand thus, * We are afraid that Religious Contro- 
* verfies muft always be exd/e/s, for this plain reafon ; 
“ namely, Becaufe they are about fuch things as are in 
¢ their own zature incapable of Demonftration’. Which 
in the Letter are quoted thus: ‘ Religious controver- 
* fies are in their own nature incapable of demonttra- 
* tion’. How the writer of the Letter came to 
abridge the former by the latter, he can give the beft 
account himfelf; and we think ought todo it. In the 
‘mean time, weare fully perfuaded, that he did it through 
inadvertency, and could not poflibly aim at impofing upon 
the reader by a falfe quotation, which did not at all relate 
to the main fubjeét in difpute, which muft neceffarily be 
difcovered, and which in all probability would be vehe- 
mently urged againft him in defect of all other argu- 
ments. The leait miftake of this nature, tho’ intirely 
foreign to the chief points of the controverty, is great 
matter of triumph to thefe PatrosoPpuers ; and the dif- 
covery ferves inftead of an Anfwer to all the impieties 
and abfurdities proved upon them. They look upon it 
as a fufficient defence, to call the ftrongeft arguments 
of their adverfaries low /currilities, and perfonal adufes ;

All his domelticks were likewife 
feized, and the Imperial and Ruffian minifters have en- 
ter’d their protelts againft fuch violence; but perhaps 
the next turn may be theirs.

Our advices from Buda, by the way of Vienna, fay,
